If tio 
cream is quite warm the butter i 
come quickly; if it is too cold ts 
churning may have to be pro on 
in some instances for hours, be 
the butter granules will becca 
large enough to free these 
from the buttermilk. The tempera: 
ture at the beginning should b:

OUR GENEALOGICAL TRER: 
Jan, 13, 07 (Gen. 1:26-30; 25884. 


The origin ot man perplexes 8 
good many people. Where he came 
from when he landed on this planet, 
how long he has deen here, whether 
he- has Improved since he arrived, 
who was tesponsible for his coming, 
these are questions that have pur- 
zied: the generations. Darwinism: at- 
tempts to answer it in one way. Ac- 
cording to this theory man ig a devel- 
opment. It has taken countless ages 


to bring him to his present state of 


improvement. His genealogical tree, 
according to this theory, ia a cocoa- 
nut tree, all achatter with Simian 
grandfathers and grandmothers.

floating marine organisms, Yet ‘at 
any moment shoals of fish, numbering 
millions, may ‘elect to enter this ap- 
parently foodles: waste, and do eo with 
impunity... The herring shoals disap: 
pear into the deep Atlantic and retnrn 
in good condition, oily and exuberant. 

What have they lived on in the 
meantime? Not on smaller fish caught 
in the ohase, for even if there Were 
present in sufficient quantities, the 
herrings travel in a desired shoal a 
mile square and perhapa thirty feet 
deep. créwding one another too olase- 
ly to admit ok a free chasè after food. 

The explanation lies in the univer- 
sal presence of those microscopic oren- 
tures that in some parts of the Atlan- 
tic are so thickly massed in the water 
as to discolor ita surface and afford 
abundant food for the whale. Thess 
are now known to pervadel every drop 
of surface water in numbers compar- 
able to the motes In the air. 

For te purposes of the herring, the 
pilchard, and countless other verte- 
brate fish, shellfish and zoophytes, the 
upper watera of the sea are in fact a 
nutritive soup, a food exactly sulted 
to their needs. These miorosccpia 
cteatares are the basis of all the -Tife 
of the ocean. Some are water feas 
other ocoupy shells like miniature bi- 
valves, others again are in the form of 
the one-eyed, microacopic monsters of 
the pools, the cyclops, They multi- 
ply at an amazing rate, focroasing 
from one to more than four hundred 
thousand a year. ‘Their existence is 
one of the greatest ecopomio triumphs 
of nature. They dispose of the refuse 
of tha sea and keep its waters sweet. 
Dead animals and vegetable matter 
tesd them, and they, without further 
machinery, ate converted into the 
food fishes of the wotld.— Phila. Press.

Dr. John 8. Fulton, Secretary of
